Ayer adds, has also been encour- 
aged as a check against the in-

of

graduates adding to the unemploy- 
ment program.

•when districts reflect on adding 
nnother year are where to add the 
extra grade and how to supply 
textbooks. 


Surveys have shown, Dr. Ayer 


declares, that the additional grade 
fits best cither at the end of the 
first or the sixth year. In some 
cases, a compromise plan adding 
one-half year to each, has proved 
successful. 


The textbook problem is not as 


serious as it first appears, the uni-
